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REMARKS 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed August 24, 2005, the Examiner has restricted the 
claims to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



I. Claims 1-10, 19 and 35, drawn to a method of treating bone associated cancer 
comprising aministering a 166 Ho-DOTMP, a radioprotectant, and melphalan 
combination as set forthin independent claim 1, classified in class 534, subclass 10+. 

n. Claims 14-25, drawn to a method of treating a bone associated cancer comprising 
administering a 153Sm-EDTMP and melphalan combination as set forth in 
independent claim 14, classified in class 534, subclass 10+. 

HI. Claims 26-34, drawn to a composition comprising 153Sm-EDTMP, a radioprotectant, 
and aqueous vehicle as set forth in independent claim 26, classified in class 534, 
subclass 10+. 

Applicant elects, with traverse, Group HI, claims 14-25. Claims 1-13 were previously 
cancelled in a Supplemental Preliminary Amendment filed on November 10, 2003. 

Claims 19 and 35 are amended to correct their dependencies and to bring them within 
Group n. 

The Examiner has not identified a materially-different process in which the product can 
be used, apart from the claimed treatment of a bone-associated cancer. Also, the Examiner has 
not identified a materially different product that can be used to practice the claimed process. 
Therefore, withdrawal of the restriction requirement with respect to the claims of Groups II and 
HI is appropriate and is respectfully requested. Applicant also reserves the right to request 
rejoinder of the product claims and the process claims, upon indication of allowability of the 
product claims.
